A POINTED MESSAGE. 
The Governor's Private Secretary appeared 011 
the floor of th e Senate and said : 
"Mr. President: l a m directed by his Excel­ 
lency, the Governor, to deliver to your honora­ 
ble body this message: 
To the Senate of the 
State of California: In reading the proceedings 
of your honorable body in connection w ith the 
appointm ents m ade by my predecessor, the late 
Governor W ashington Bartlett, and those m ade 
by myself, I observe the consideration o f both 
have been postponed for one week from next 
Thursday. 
W ithout desiring to interfere for a 
m om ent w ith the progress of the business of 
your honorable body, yet in view of the sur- 
rouuding circum stances, I cannot refrain from 
requesting the senate, and in the m ost resDect- 
fur m anner, to take up and consider the ap­ 
pointm ents m ade by my predecessor, assuring 
your honorable body th at such action would 
give m e heartfelt pleasure and thus enable me, 
w ithout any reference to th e disposition of my 
own appointm ents, to pay a tribute to th e m em ­ 
ory of one for whom I entertain the highest re­ 
gard, r.sspeet and esteem .” 
Mr Wilson m oved th a t the rules be suspended 
and the message taken up, ior the purpose of 
m aking it the special order for to-morrow. 
Mr. M urphy moved a call of the Senate, which 
was ordered. 
The roll was called and tw enty-six Senators 
found present. 
On motion ot Mr. M urphy, further proceed­ 
ings under the call w ere dispensed w ith. 
On m otion of Mr. Yell, the Governor's mes 
sage, just received, was m ade the special order 
for to m orrow im m ediately after the reading of 
th e journal.

The Governor called especial at­ 
tention to the fact th at w hile the slatutes called 
for such a report from the Board it h a a not been 
the custom to m ake them .

Several clerical errors were 
corrected and the m iuutes adopted.

Colonel H. B. Mason accom panied the party. 
The com m ittee from the Cali oroia Legisla­ 
ture consisted of Senators F. J 
Moffitt, Frank 
McGowan. A. F. Jones and W. E. Dargie, and 
Assemblvmen M. H. Brickivedei, s. W illiam s 
J. A H all and L. J. F rank 
The visi ors were 
escorted to b re.k iast at the R e ta il ant de 
France, after w hich they called up n th e Gov­ 
ernor and spent the day about the Capitol. 
■ ast night they were enter.ained at a dinner 
at th e K estauianl de France, at w hich 'here 
were present, besides those m entioned, Gov­ 
ernor K. W. W aietm an, S. M. W hite, President 
pro tem. of the Senate; Robert Howe, Speaker 
of the Assembly, and Private Secretary M. D. 

The m atters upon which the Ni vada 
legislators cam e to consult were liscussed in 
an inform al way and in the best of leu ing. 
The visitor- desire the assent of the Cadforn a 
Legislature to a change ot the boundarv line In­ 
tw een the States so th at it w ill run on the top of 
th e Sierra N evada range. Iu suj ¡ on o: their 
request th ey d eclareth at the people o. tho inn-r­ 
ested territory are favorable to a union with 
Nevada. The gentlem en point out th a t when 
California and N evada were adm itted into the 
Union it was understood that the ridge of the 
Sierras up to the point where it changes sud­ 
denly to the west should constitute the bound­ 
ary line, but th a t when the line cam e to be 
located it was found th a t it ran as at present. 
They say th tt the Sheriff of Inyo county i- now 
com pelled to travel by way of Carson Citv, 
where he leaves his prisoners en route to the 
California penitentiaries or insane asylums; 
tliRt Nevada capital has m ade w hatever devel­ 
opm ents have been m ade in Inyo; th a t Alpine 
Inyo ar.d Mono are now represented by only one 
Assemblyman, the three constituting one As­ 
sem bly district; th a t the sam e counties have 
but 
a 
representation 
of 
one-fifth 
e.ch 
in the C ali'om ia Senate, constituting w ith 
two other counties one Senatorial d istrict; th a t 
tlie Assemblyman or Senator so representing 
Inyo has often never been within the bounda 
ries of the couuty ; that, although but 50 m iles 
from Lo* angele», the people who desire to go 
from Inyo there have to go through Nevada, 
and m ake a triD of 1,000 m iles to get there ; that 
the business of the counties nam ed is now 
largely done in and w ith N evada; and that 
California would not lose m uch more than 1,500 
voters by the cession, and probably not over 
live-hundredth part of her wealth. 
It is further claim ed th at N evada's particular 
interest in having jurisdiction over the coveted 
territory it closely identified w ith h er desire 10 
adopt m easures lor irrigating h er arable lands. 
The stream s available for this purpo*e have 
their rise high up in th e Sierras, and the pro­ 
posed change of boundary w ould put the 
stream s entirely w ithin the jurisdiction and un ­ 
der the control o f Nevada Ior ail purposes of 
irrigate n. 'th e consent i f both 8ta es being 
given. Congress would pass an Act fixing the 
boundary as desired. 
In regard to the sawdust question the Nevada 
legislators say th at the sawdust from hall a 
a dozen m ills on the California side of the line 
is dum ped into the Truck*-e river, to its serious 
dam age. Reno derives its w ater supply from 
th e Truckee, w hich is cut in two niarly" equal 
lengths by the boundary line betw een Califor­ 
n ia and Nevada. Thu I’.euo people com plain 
th a t the nawdust renders the n atu ralh pure, 
clear stream of the color of weak tea, w ith a 
strong taste of pitch. 
There is no finer fishing 
on the Am erican continent than in the Truckee 
river and I*akes Tahoe and Pyram id. 
Trie 
spawning-ground* are iu the Truckee river, 
which flows from otic lake to tho other, and the 
consequence is th at the fish are being killed oil' 
by the pollution of th e stream . The w ater iu the 
river is also said to be rendered practically unfit 
for general dom estic purposes. 
Bo:h the Cali­ 
fornia and Nevada Fish Commissioners have 
been sti-cking tiie Truckee w '.h fish for years 
but the sawdust tmilied ail th eir efforts. "T he 
com m itiee asks th at the California Legislature to 
pass a general law prohibiting the depositing of 
sawdust or other offensive m atter in any river 
of this State. 
This m atter k«s been before the Legislature 
of this State at other sessions and a bill is now 
pending in the Senate aim ed at the correction 
of th e evil.

Ingalls laid before the Senate to-day a fet­ 
ter from Secretary Bayard, transm itting the re­ 
port of Dr. B. A. Gin;Li. Am erican delegate to 
the session of the International Committee on 
W eights and Measures, held iu Paris last fall; 
also a letter from the Secretary of War, con­ 
taining an estim ate of the cost ol im provem ent 
of tne W illam ette river between Portland and 
Oswego, by the rem oval of bars and the deep­ 
ening of the channel. 
1 he bill was passed granting the right ot way 
to the Om aha, liodge City and Southern R ail­ 
road through Fort Hayes M ilitary Reservation. 
The discussion ot the tariff was resum ed. 
Schedule K—wool and the m anufactures of 
wool—being reached. Vance moved to am end 
the first paragraph of it by m aking it read: “ All 
wools ot the alpaca goat and other like anim als 
shall be adm itted free of duty,” and addressed 
the Senate in support of his am endm ent. 
After speaking for some tim e, Vance yielded 
to Allison, who reported several am endm ents to 
the wool and woolen schedules—am endm ents 
w hich were sent to the prin ter without lieing 
read—and are to the following effect: 
Iu paragraph 346, taxing wools ol the tirst and 
second-class 11 cents per pound, lhe words ‘ and 
second” are struck out and the words 'wools of 
second-class 12 cents per pound” are added. 
In paragraph 346, w hicn taxes wools valued 
at not over 12 cents a pound 6 cents a pound, 
the tax has increa-ed to S cents. 
In paragraph 347, relating to wools ot the 
th ird class, valued at 12 cents or lets per pound, 
the tax is increased from 2*4 to t cents per 
pound. 
In paragraph 348, relating to wools over 12 
cents in value, th e tax is increased from 6 to 8 
cents. 
In paragraph 351 the words "an d worsted” are 
inserted twice, so as to m ake it read: “ Woolen 
and worsted cloths, woolen and worsted shaw ls, 
etc.,” and the rate of 4 cents a pound “on cloths 
valued at above 60 cents a pound” is increased 
to 45 cents. 
A like change is m ade in paragraph 355, in­ 
creasing the rate on flannels, blankets, etc., 
valued at above «70 cents per pound, from 40 to 
45 cents per pound. 
Paragraphs 356 and 357 are am ended by in­ 
creasing the rates iu the two provisos ‘applying 
to goods w eighing over four ounces per square 
yard” from 40 to 45 cents per pound. 
In paragraph 353, "as to ready m ade cloth­ 
ing,” ihe rate is increased from 40 to 45 cents 
per pound. 
In paragraphs 361, S62, 364, 365, 366, 367 and 
36s, relating to carpet*, the ad valorem rate is 
:n Teased from SO to 35 per cent, iu 36J from 40 to 
45 per cent, and in 371—"endless belts for p-per 
or printing m achines," fiom 00 to 35 tier cent. 
Vance then concluded his speech, and wa- 
foliowed by George in some general observations 
on the bill. 
After further debate the Senate took a recess 
un til 8 o’clock. 
At the evening session, the pending am end­ 
m ent. to place all wool on the free list, was de­ 
feated by a viva voce vote.

W ashington, January 21st —The opening ses­ 
sion of the Annuul Convention of the National 
Women'» Suffrage Arsociation was held this 
morning. Many workers in the movement were 
present, including Abigail Scott Dunawav or 
OregoD. Susan B. Anthony presided. 
She spoke hopefuilv of the progress of the 
movement and of ultimate success. She was 
lollowed by A. G. Riddle, of Washington. 
Miss Anthony was followed by Mrs. Riddle 
and Senator Biair. 
The latter referred, in 
words of higa commendation, to the recent 
work at the toils of women in Boston in “res­ 
cuing our public schools.” Pe thought the Re­ 
publican party should m ate itself theehampion 
of this great movement, and should make uni­ 
versal suffrage an important plank in its plat­ 
form. 
A resolution was adopted providing for ft com­ 
mittee to memorialize Congress to the end that 
women might be recognized aud allowed to par­ 
ticipate in the ceremonies ot the coming Cen­ 
tennial ctlebration.

Mr. Pixley is often grotesque, freqmvntly 
absurd, more often and more frequently 
brilliant, but he never fails to be pic­ 
turesque. In whatever posture he pre­ 
sents hinreelf, he exhibits that high order 
of talerft for which he is so justly distin­ 
guished. 
If he is absurd, he is graphi­ 
cally and rhetorically absurd ; if grotesque, 
he achieves a pre-eminence which interests 
and entertains; if he is brilliant, he is 
never less than luminous. 
It is the fate 
■of gentlemen of large diameters that what 
they do acquires magnitude. 
A talented 
ass is always more asinine than his com­ 
petitor of less distinguished ability. Mr. 
Pixley has chosen to oppose the proposi­ 
tion to make an exhibition in London 
illustrative of California. He chose this 
position for the reasons which control his 
choice of position on all subjects; he simply 
chose it. 
But having made his choice, and 
having the most unlimited confidence in 
his ability to defend any position, whether 
consistent or inconsistent, and finding uo 
argument worthy of consideration against 
the proposition, and in favor of the posi­ 
tion he lias chosen to take, he takes refuge 
in a device proverbial with the advocates 
of a weak cause; he attributes unworthy 
motives to those supposed to be friendly to 
the enterprise. 


On the 14tli inst. an editorial appeared 
in this paper entitled, “The London Exhi­ 
bition and Common Intelligence,” which 
was written 011 Thursday, four days pro­ 
ceeding its issue. It was in type before the 
Argonaut appeared. In the Argonaut of 
the 13th inst appears a feeble objection to 
the London Exhibition, and Mr. Pixlev 
concludes that the editorial in question 
was intended as an answer thereto. 
In 
this he is mistaken; but his mistake is of 
as little consequence as his position on the 
subject-matter. 
In his first editorial lie 
objects to a London Exhibition, because, 
as he says, Mr. David Lubin of Sacramento, 
who is a Jew, is not to be trusted witli the 
leadership of any movement. 
He denies 
to Mr. Lubin the position of a leading 
merchant, but it is well known that Mr. 
Pixley would deny this position to anyone, 
however eminent, of Mr. Lubin’s race. To 
Mr. Pixley’s conception, 110 good could 
come out of this Nazareth. His objection 
to Mr. Lubin runs on ail fours with the 
objection of the Pharisees to the Savior of 
men. 
binding his life blameless, his 
doctrines divine, they chose to answer ail 
with the objection, “No good can come out 
of Nazareth.” 
Against the truth of the 
advocacy they weakly objected to the race 
of the advocate. 
In his second objection, 
Mr. Pixley says that Mr. Lubin’s object in 
advocating an exhibition in London is to 
sell a cultivator which lie invented; that 
Mr. Irish’s sinister purpose is to advertise 
the Alta, Now, while these things are ex­ 
ceedingly stupid, they are amusingly so; 
their stupidity is relieved by their pict­ 
uresque humor. 


In the editorial of which he complains 
we declared that propositions like that of 
the London exhibition were instinctively 
accepted by high intelligence and as in­ 
stinctively rejected by its opposite. 
Mr. 
Pixley has chosen voluntarily to apply 
these characterizations to himself. Not­ 
withstanding the editorial was written lie- 
fore the position of the Argonaut was dis­ 
closed, Mr. Pixley accepts every word and 
line as aimed directly at himself. 
He 
does this because unconsciously he sees 
and feels the applicability of the strictures. 
So far as lias come under our observation, 
the Argonaut is the only paper which is 
opposed to the London exhibition, and the 
only objection the Argonaut has made is 
to charge its promoters with selfish aims 
and sinister ends. 
Had Mr. Pixley wit­ 
nessed the Crucifixion, and experienced 
the quaking of the earth and the opening 
of the graves which accompanied that 
memorable event, there is little doubt that 
his only comment would have been, “W hat 
is the little game of the theologians?” 
Had he lieen present at the signing of 
Magna Charta he would have whispered 
in the ear of King John that the Barons 
of the realm no doubt intended to make 
a personal use of the liberty tiiev were 
achieving by that immortal document. 
Had lie witnessed the casting of the lea 
into the sea in Bastón harbor he would 
have denounced the patriots as tax-shirk­ 
ing rebels. This distrust of the motives 
of men is in Air. Pixley’s case tempera­ 
mental. 


M etternich 
says 
of 
Napoleon that 
throughout his life it was impossible for 
him to believe that any man was ever in­ 
fluenced by religious convictions, by a 
■ conscientious sense of justice out of regard 
for the welfare of humanity, or through 
any other motive than that of accomplish­ 
ing some selfish purpose, or attainiug some 
selfish end. To such a mind, all philan­ 
thropy is a sham, all benevolence a pre­ 
tense, all generosity a snare, all friendship 
hyjMxrisy, all manifestation of public spirit 
the cunning device of private greed, all 
religion a cloak for evil deeds. 
And thus 
to such a mind there is banished from the 
universe all 
philanthropy, all benevo­ 
lence, all generosity, all friendship, all 
genuine public spirit, and «11 religion, and 
this dental eliminates every godlike attri­ 
bute from humanity, and thus denies all 
relationship between the human and the 
divine, liiia t a dreary pilgrimage life, 
must be to one who denies to hisfeIiow-:i»en 
all worthy motive; how barren of inspira­ 
tion every lseroic page of human history. 
We see now, more clearly titan ever, the 
source of Mr. Pixtoy's opposition to the 
Irish. To his conception, there is some­ 
thing sinister in the fact of their Itetng 
Irish ; of course, they could have no rea­ 
sonable or worthy motive for lteing Irish. 
The whole race have chosen to be Irish 
through malignant motives, and jerceiv- 
ing that they generally leloug to that re­ 
ligious classification which recognizes the 
Pope of Rome as its spiritual head, they 
beoinie at once the Pope’s Irish. There 
couid not possibly exist a benignant rela­ 
tion between the Pope and the Irish, be- 
.cause, by the same parity of reasoning, the 
Pope is Pope only through malice toward 
mankind. 
No mau can be Pope except 
with malice aforethought, and no man 
could look to a Pope as his spiritual moni­ 
tor and guide with other than the most 
unworthy motives, ami in this case, to Mr. 
Pixley’s conception, the motive i< to l>e 
owned by the Pone. 
Hence the Irish are 
Irish through perversity, aod the Pope's 
Irish through force of original sin. 
Like­ 
wise the Jews have incurred the most un­ 
qualified condemnation of our esteemed 
an t picturesquely absurd neigh lor, for, 
after all, what bu-iness lias any man to be 
a Jew ? W hat possible justification can 
there be? Mr. Pixley himself i> not a 
Jew and not one of tlie Pope’s Irish, and 


5V1)at right has any one to be something 


that Mr. Pixley is not? There must Le 
something covert in any one remainr.ig a 
Jew, after it has been pointed out by Mr. 
Pixley how depraved it is to have been 
born a Jew. 
The London Exhibition has been unfor­ 
tunate if it has not incurred the hostility 
of those afflicted with moral strabismus. 
The merit of any proposition may be as 
clearly inferred by the charactef of the 
hostility it arouses, as the character of the 
advocacy. So far journalistic opposition is 
confined to Mr. Pixley, and under analysis 
we find that opposition to proceed from 
two facts; first, one of its most active and 
leading promoters is a Jew ; second, one of 
its most talented coadjutors bears the 
name of Irish. No man can possibly be a 
Jew or bear the name of Irish from any 
justifiable motive. And it is at this san­ 
guinary offense, the double-dyed crimson 
of tills flag, that the one should manifest 
the depravity of adhering to his race, and 
the other should maliciously persist in 
bearing the name of his father, that our 
journalistic contemporary lowers his head, 
fills his foretop with the dust of the earth, 
erects his tail in the air, and with his 
mouth to the ground, bellows in earth 
trembling tones: 
“ These fellows mean 
nothing less than the subversion of our 
political Constitution, and the eternal de­ 
struction of all social order.” 
If the London Exhibition shall find 
favor ¡11 the minds of this people, as we 
hope it may, and an exhibition illustrative 
of California is made in that limitless 
metropolis of the world, with the casts of 
the Yosemite, and the big trunks of our 
big trees, and our ponderous squashes and 
watermelons, let us also give adequate 
apace among onr other abnormalities toour 
picturesque friend of the Argonaut, as be­ 
ing, perhaps, among the editois of ail 
climes, countries and zones, the most tume­ 
fied and colossal crank that now graces 
modern journalism. There is an eminence 
of absurdity; there are Napoleons of stu­ 
pidity; there is a genius of asininity 
which should command the respect, even 
the reverence of men ; and when Mr. Pix­ 
ley finds a covert, sinister and selfish mo­ 
tive in the proposition to exhibit the min­ 
eral, agricultural and horticultural pro­ 
ducts of California in the best market of 
the world for these tilings, and yet finds 
nothing sinister in the proposition to join 
in a world’s fair at Paris, or to hold a 
State Fair in Sacramento, he achieves a 
distinction of absurdity which should 
accord him a place among the other en­ 
larged specimens of his country, and his 
effigy 
a distinguishing 
position 
with 
Madame Tussand. 
One hundred and ten leading citizens of 
California, representing nearly every one 
of the fifty-two counties of the State, as­ 
sembled in San Francisco, and, after long, 
earnest and careful consideration, decided 
that an exhibition illustrative of Califor­ 
nia in London was imperatively demanded 
by the existing industrial exigencies of 
this Siate. 
These one hundred and ten 
men represented individually and collec­ 
tively an intelligence as high, a patriot­ 
ism as broad, and a desire for the public 
good as profound as any other group of 
one hundred and ten that could possibly 
have been assembled. 
W ithout examina­ 
tion of the facts, without any attempt to 
review the argument which influenced 
their course, without regard for the com­ 
mon decencies of life, Mr. Pixley chooses 
to impeach the motives of these people, 
and that too in a spirit which is not only 
unworthy of our eminent journalistic con­ 
temporary, but which would he mean and 
contemptible in the most irresponsible 
vilifier of the profession. Perhaps when 
Westminster Abbey was being constructed 
there were those to charge the designer, 
the architect and the contractor, with 
most base and unjustifiable motives, and 
yet that great temple of “reconciliation 
and silence” stands a monument to the 
aflection, the gratitude and the veneration 
of men for the benefactors of the human 
race. 


We assure Mr. Pixley that these senti­ 
ments of affection, gratitude and venera­ 
tion do have a place in the human heart; 
that human nature in California is very 
much like it is elsewhere: that, therefore, 
it is possible that some man, Jew, Irish­ 
man or American, may possibly be pos­ 
sessed of these attributes; and tiiat, there­ 
fore, something may be proposed for the 
good of the country and the proposition 
proceed from worthy motives. The exist­ 
ence of noble motives will l>e denied by 
those only who have never felt them. Air. 
Pixley lias not done himself justice in this 
case. 
His position is a libel upon his 
more humane attributes. There must be 
somewhere in the character of this man a 
better Pixley than his present attitude 
discloses. 
We say these tilings more in 
sorrow titan in anger. 
Nor do we say 
them in defense of any one connected with 
the London exhibition movement. 
We 
would not insult any one of the one hun­ 
dred and ten gentlemen who have become 
sponsors for that movement, by sup¡>osing 
for a moment that their motives needed 
any defense. 


SAMOA AGAIN. 


tection against the assaults of one of the 
treaty-making powers Samoa has demanded 
of the United Stales and been refused, in 
the face of the express terms of the 
treaties that no one power shall ever do 
what Germany is about to accomplish, 
make conquest of the Islands. 
Air. Secretary Bayard is reported by this 
morning’s dispatches as saying: 
“The lives and property and treaty rights of 
all Am erican citizens will be protected. So will 
the Sam oans in th eir right or self-governm ent, 
w ithout interfetence from without. 
If Air. Bayard had made such a declara­ 
tion in May, 1886, when Consul Greene- 
baurn asked him to do so, Alalietoa would 
not be an involuntary exile; 
Mataafa 
would not be in the field of war; Tamasese 
would be basking in peaceful sunshine 
with his half-castes, and the amazing spec­ 
tacle would not be presented of a German 
Consul ignoring his fellow Consuls, and 
commanding the Samoans to surrender 
themselves prisoners, and to march on 
board a German frigate for transportation 
to distant shores.

The country is now fully aware that the 
fact that the American policy in the 
Samoan Islands has been humiliating, and 
discreditable to the United States. The 


I I h c o r d - U n io n is conscious of the fact 
that many months ago it pointed out the 
inevitable result of that policy and that 
while other journals saw nothing of irn- 
jKirtance in the Samoan matter this paper 
maintained that American interests in the 
Islands had not been conserved, our duty 
to unfortunate Malietoa discharged, nor 
the independence of the Samoan Govern­ 
ment sustained as we covenanted. The 
Berman press now makes no concealment 
of tlie intention of its Government to float 
the luitierial standard over every foot of 
Samoan territory. As a means to that end 
Germany has declared war upon Samoa 
and notified the other treaty powers to 
stand aside and comport themselves as 
neutrals. 
It remains to be seen if the 
United States will submit. 
We were first 
to treat with .Samoa (1872). 
By that 
Convention we gaited the finest harbor in 
the South Seas and planted the American 
flag over it. On our part we agreed that 
the Samoan Government should remain 
¡nd«|>eu<ient and that no other power 
should gain greater rights or privileges 
than granted to us. 
It was also agreed 
that if Samoa at any time had difficulty 
with other treaty jaiwers, the King might 
apjieal to us to protect him in his iude- 
(«endenoe. 
He made the ap|>eal through 
our representative at Apia, and it was j 
granted. 
The Administration at Wash- j 
inaton refused to ratify the act, and since 
then German aggression has proceeded to j 
the very threshold of seizure, which, uu- 
der liie thin guise of war, is now about to ¡ 
be accomplished. Samoa lias at no time , 
asked us for annexation, nor offered to ' 
submit herseJf for that purpose, but pro-

The City Trustees ruel at 10 a. .v . yester­ 
day, all the members present. The EDgi 
neer of the w ater works reported that dur­ 
ing the past week 10,365,750 gallons of 
w ater had been pumped.

From 
Fifteenth and J to Fifteenth and L, and 
from Twenty-eighth and J to Twenty 
eighth and M. The m atter was laid over 
for one week.

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W h at H e H a s to Say A b o u t th e B o n d 


B u sin e ss. 


At the m eeting of the City Trustees yes­ 
terday A uditor McKee read the following 
comm unication from City Treasurer Ger­ 
ber : 
Sacramento, Cal.. January 21,1889. 
To the Honorable Board of Tiustees oj the City qf 
Sacramento, Chi.—G entlem en : Several articles 
signed by one of the members ol the Funded 
Debt Commission have recently been published 
In one ot our city papers, in which my conduct 
as Treasurer was criticised to some extent. In 
so far as the statements relate to the money 
withheld by me for the purpose of paying past 
due coupons, I beg to refi-r you to the accom­ 
panying opinion of my attorney which clearly 
shows m at I am legally liable for the payment, 
when demanded, of all those coupons which 
formed the basis of the recent litigation against 
the city, and which fcover all but about 813,000 
of the amount now in the sinking and Interest 
fund. 
The intimation that I am withholding any 
portion of this money for the purpose of provid­ 
ing for the payment of the missing coupons of 
1861 is utterly unfounded. I have no reason to 
presume that any ol these missing coupons will 
ever be presented, and if they were they cer­ 
tainly would not be paid. 
I am, aud always have been, entirely willing 
to disburse any money in my hands as City 
Treasurer, when it appears to me that it can be 
done with safety to myself and bondsmen. 
The sensational statements made in relation 
to the improper cancellation of coupons, after 
payment, are without any foundation whatever. 
1 have carefully examined the coupon books, 
and am unable to discover a single uncancelled 
coupon. 
in my judgment, the assertion that a large 
number of coupons have probably been paid 
more than once, is entirely unreasonable, aud 
even if this were possible, no good reason ex­ 
ists ior giving it publicity at this time. With 
the safeguards which have been in operation 
during the past ten or twelve years, such an oc­ 
currence would have been impossible without 
eariy detection, and the city is fully protected 
from any danger of such an occurrence in the 
future. 
It is unfortunate for our city that such wide 
publication should have been given to state­ 
ments which are, in my judgment, calculated 
to injure her credit abroad. During several vears 
past our citizens have been untiring in their ef 
forts to properly present to the world the advan­ 
tages we have to offer, both as a field for the 
sate investment of capital and as a desirable 
place for residence. Is it not probable that ail 
the good which has been accomplished by the 
efforts of the pai t year has been more than ofiset 
by this unwise and unwarranted parading of 
local difficulties? 
Would it uot be more judicious aud for the 
best interest of the community that the various 
officers, whose duty it is to execute the pro­ 
visions of law relating to our city indebtedness, 
should consult with each other and endeavor to 
agree upon some course of action, rather thau 
rusli into print in an attem pt to ascribe un­ 
worthy motives to those whose views may differ 
irom ourow n? 
In the light of the very able opinion recently 
rendered by the Hon. Judge Hunt, some doubt 
might be entertained as to the financial wiE- 
dom of the Dolicv pursued by the Funded Debt 
Commissioners, from the fact that under their 
spirited and nervous bidding for bonds and cou­ 
pons, the market value thereof lias beeu very 
materially increased. The policy of making 
these purchases, at the prices paid, has never 
been publicly questioned, and it has doubtless 
been mainly delegated to the venerable member 
of the Commission, who is the author of the 
articles herein referred to. and in whose integ­ 
rity aud honesty I have the utmost confidence, 
but who is, in my opinion, badly handicapped 
when negotiating with such financ al experts as 
those with whom his dealings are made. 
The effect ot the decision al>ove referred to 
will naturally be such as to materially reduce 
the value of our outstanding bonds and coupons, 
and should enable the Commissioners to ootain 
more favorable terms in their purchases in the 
future. Further comments in relation to this 
m atter seem to be entirely unnecessary. 
To one who Is familiar with the past h istorv of 
of our city affairs it is apparent that an undig­ 
nified motive exists, which prompts the publi­ 
cation ol such attacks as have recently beeu 
made, and it is fortunate that this biennial 
agitation will undoubtedly be suspended for 
another term of two years, after the coming 
selection, by your honorable Board, of a City 
Treasurer has heen made. 
As I have no desire to engage in a protracted 
controversy of this nature, 1 shall deem it un­ 
necessary to reply to any further comments of 
this character.

roll w taylor's opin io n. 
Mr. Gerber also subm itted the following 
written opinion, which was also read to 
the B oard: 
Sacramento, January 19,1889. 
W. E. Gerber, Es<¡ , Treasurer of the City of Sac- 
rainenb>—Dt:An Sir : Your communication dated 
the 18th inst., in reference to the payment of 
the iDterest on the funded debt of the citv, in­ 
closing a statement of the present condition of 
the interest and sinking fund, aud asking our 
opinion as to your duty in the premises, has 
been received. 
The facts necessary to a clear understanding 
in this matter are, as we gather from your com­ 
munication, substantially as follows: That of 
the interest 
which 
matured on the city’s 
bonded indebtedness on the tin t day of Jauuary, 
1865, about 8324 remain unpaid; that ol the in­ 
terest which matured on the first of January in 
subsequent years, up to and including January 
1, 1875, small sums remain unpaid, aggregating 
the sum of 812,918; that ol the interest which 
matured January 1st, of the four years succeeding 
1875, the following sums remain unpaid: 1876— 
836,570; 1877—13,""22; 1878-827,180; 1879—531,770 
aggregating 8101.982: that ah the interest which 
matured irom January 1,188% to January 1, 
1889, is still wholly unpaid. 
We are also advised by your communication 
that there is now in the interest and sinking 
fund, applicable to the foregoing indebtedness, 
the sum ol 870,000; aud that persons holding 
coupons which matured on the 1st of January 
1880, have presented them aud requested Dav- 
ment. 
The question is: W hether you can safelv pay 
the last named coupons w ithout keeping in the 
Treasury lunes mtficieut to pry the coupons 
which matured prior to 1880? By referring to 
the Act of 1858, Statutes of 1858, page 267,we find 
that the interest on the city’s ixinds snail be 
paid at the office of the City Treasurer ou the 
1st day of January each year, 
section 40 ot 
said Act provides that “it shall be the duty of 
the Treasurer to pay the interest ou sail bouds 
when the same fails due, out ot said interest 
funds, as provided in this Act." There is no 
provision in this Act ior registering the coupons 
aud paying them in the order of taeir registra­ 
tion ; we ih nk, however, that it is ia.-rfi.ctly 
clear that the coupons which mature ou the 1st 
of Janua-.y of any given year, must all be paid 
be ore you are authorized to pay any that ma­ 
tured on the succeeding or subsequent vears 
This is a right which the holder of the oldest 
coupons enjoys aud it cannot be deieatcd by 
the voluntary act of the Treasu er. It would 
be no defense fur the Treasurer to say to the 
holder of the older coupons w hen he presents 
them that there is no money in the Treasury 
for him because it was paid’ in liquidation o‘f 
coupons ot a later date. 
This rule, however, as all general rules, is 
subject to limitations and exceptions. No mat­ 
ter now clear and periect a person s right may 
be, he may forfeit it by his < onduct. The 
Statute of Limitation is an illustration of this 
principle; a person who sleeps on his rights for 
two years cannot collect a debt due ou an ac­ 
count, and one who remains inactive for five 
years may lose his entire estate in real property. 
These are statutory regulations, but Courts 
refusid relief to stale demands, even in cases 
where no Statute of Limitation exists, 
in 
such cases, however. Courts have established no 
exact time, " to an hour, a minute, or a year,” 
within which a party’s claim to relief is barred 
by lapse of time. They take into consideration 
the circumstances of the case, the conditions iu 
which parties have placed themselves, and the 
extent to which the element of laches has en­ 
tered into the transaction. 
While under the foregoing rule no exact time 
can be said to be established, w hen the holders 
of the oldest coupons lose iheir right to be paid 
in preference to those of a latter date, we think, 
nevertheless, tra t you are justified in treating 
as stale, eveu if not barred by the Statute of 
Limitation, all the coupons which matured 
prior to January 1.1876, amounting to 812,918. 
But we do not think you are justified in dis­ 
regarding the rights of those holding coupons 
that matured iu 1876-7-8-9, aggregating $101,982, 
because, as we understand, nearly, if not quite 
all. these coupons have been presented to you 
and jaym ent demanded within the last year or 
two; that yon offered to pay their face Value to 
the extent of the money in the Treasury; that 
the money w as refused by the holacr because 
you declined to pay interest on them after ma­ 
turity. 
This. In my judgment, bv no means 
renders the coupons stale. The holders of them 
arc uot sleeping on their right: they are exert­ 
ing themselves to the utmost, not only to get the 
money admitted tobe due, but also’intereston 
the same. 
There is due upon conpuns that matured in 
January, 1876. $36.510. The law requires you to 
pay this interest when it fails due, out ol the 
iuter. at fund. If the money is not In the fund 
at the time, the holders, o f1 otirse, ennuot get it, 
but they are entitled to the first money that 
comes into the Treasury, and von cannot, in 
our judgment, legally divert it to any other 
purpose. 
The 
tender of 
money 
and the 
refusal of the pave» to receive the st tie does 
not extinguish the debt unless the sum is im­ 
mediately deposited in the name ot th? creditor, 
in some bank otgooo repute, and notice thereof 
given to the creditor (Clvilt ode. Section 1500). 
If nor so dejioslted, but the tender is kept good, 
it will Hop the Interest on the debt; that is, 
howt ver, we believe, the only penalty which 
attaches to the refusal to take the money. 
Our “pinion, therefore, is that you are bound 
to keep in the Treasury money sufficient 11 pav 
the coupons which matured in 1876, 1877,1878 
and 1879 before you cau pay any of tbc coupons 
for 1880. 
As. between the holders of coupons for the 
same year, they stand upon an equal footing, 
and are entitled to be paid upon presentation 
and demand if the money is in the fund: but 
unless they received the money, you are not re­ 
quired to hold it for them: you can safely apply 
it to the payment of the coupons of the same 
year next presented.

French, 
one of the parties who had been convicted 
by a ju ry in Judge Arm strong’s Court for 
burglary in the first degree, in entering the 
Palace R estaurant in the City Hotel, came 
up. Judge Arm strong said : 
“ Y ou have 
been informed against by the District A t­ 
torney of the county of Sacramento for the 
crim e of burglary committed in this city ; 
you were duly arraigned and pleaded not 
guilty ; a jury was im paneled to try your 
case; you had a fair aud impartial* tria l; 
the jury found you guilty. 
Have you any 
legal reason to give now why the sentence 
of the Court should not be pronounced 
upon you?’’ 
Mr. French—I have not; I am not guilty; 
that is all. 
The Judge—The crime of which you have 
been convicted is very serious; its punish­ 
m ent should be such as to prevent you 
from repeating it and to prevent others 
from the commission of like offenses. 
It 
was said by a very em inent law writer, 
m any years ago, that it was the certainty 
and not the severity of the punishm ent 
that deterred crim inals from the commis­ 
sion of crime. Certainty ol punishm ent is 
a good 
preventive, but 
certainty with 
severity is better. Experience has dem on­ 
strated that certainty and severity of pun­ 
ishm ent have a tendency to prevent thieves, 
robbers, burglais, highwaymen and other 
crim inals from plying their vocations, and 
forces them to an honest calling for a live­ 
lihood. It is not the am ount of money th e 
burglar obtains as the fruit ot his crime 
which should measure the punishm ent he 
should receive, because he would take 
what he found, w hether little or much. 
T he circumstances under which the crime 
is committed should govern the punish­ 
m ent. It is believed by some, and espe­ 
cially by some newspapers, that punish­ 
m ent should be measured by the am ount 
of money the thief obtains. That is not 
the true criterion. The circumstances sur- 
Tounding the commission of the crime indi­ 
cates w hether or not the offender is of the 
crim inal class, and if he be of the crim inal 
class, the sentence should be severe; it not, 
the sentence should be moderate. 
Tbe 
Judge of a Crim inal Court is charged with 
the suppression ot crime. Sentences are not 
only for the punishm ent of the particular 
offender, but to deter others from the com­ 
mission of like crimes. It is well for the 
crim inal class of Sacramento to understand 
th is: That we have a veiy efficient Police 
D epartm ent; that we impanel jurors who 
will convict persons charged with crime 
when guilty, and acquit the in n o cen t; and 
that, wlien proper convictions are had, the 
offenders will receive such punishm ent as 
they deserve, and which will deter others 
from the commission of like crimes. 
The Court then pronounced the sentence 
on Joseph French and McKenna, the latter 
being the confederate of French. 
The Court continued : 
“ I wish to sav 
to the bar that on Saturday theSar.rameuto 
Bee took occasion to criticise the sentence 
which had been pronounced by this Court 
in the case of the people against Oscar 
Green. That paper grossly misrepresented 
the testimony in that case. 
In such cases, 
as the evidence showed that of Green to be, 
while 1 occupy this seat offenders will re­ 
ceive severe punishm ents. The sentence 
which he received is a fair criterion of what 
others may expect. 
“ Oscar Green committed a robbery in 
broad daylight, about 9 o’clock in the 
morning, in the presence of two reliable 
citizens. They detailed the circumstances 
under which the crim e was committed. 
They testified that the defendant, with a 
man named Grant, came out of a saloon at 
the corner of Fourth and L streets. Grant 
was very m uch intoxicated—so much so 
that he was entirely helpless and unable to 
resist, or to make him self understood : that 
the defendant put his hand in G rant’s 
pocket and took his m oney; that Grant 
tned to fight him off, but was unable to de­ 
fend himself because of his drunken con­ 
dition ; that the defendant then kicked 
Grant or shoved him . 
W hen Mr. Barlow, 
one of the parties who witnessed the rob­ 
bery, asked the defendant what was the 
matter, the defendant said that Grant was 
his friend ; that G rant was very drunk, and 
he was going to take care of him . 
“ The two gentlemen who had witnessed 
the transaction informed a police officer 
and the defendant was arrested, and he 
and G rant taken to the station-house. The 
defendant repeated to the officer w hat he 
had said to Mr. Barlow, that Grant was his 
friend; that they had worked on steam ­ 
boats together; that.Grant was very drunk, 
and that he took the money to keep it, and 
that he did not intend to steal it. 
“ The testimony shows, however, that 
when the defendant was confronted with 
G rant on the next m orning after his arrest, 
and when Grant was sober, Grant said that 
he had never seen tbe defendant before; 
and the defendant then confessed that he 
had never before beeu acquainted with 
G ra n t; that he bad m et him that morning 
a short time before the robbery, at the La­ 
fayette saloon, and went over to the corner 
of Fourth and L streets, where the robbery 
took place. There was nothing in the tes­ 
tim ony which indicated that any relations 
of particular intim acy existed between the 
two men. 
“ The testimony of the citizens who wit­ 
nessed the robbery, and the arresting of­ 
ficer, show that the defendant was sober at 
the tim e of the robbery. 
The arresting 
officer testified that when the defendant 
was brought to the police station he feigned 
drunkenness. 
•’W hen the defendant was arraigned in 
the Police Court on his exam ination he 
confessed the robbing and was held to 
answer before this Court. 
W hen he was 
arraigned in this Court he tendered a plea 
of guilty. Tbe Court asked him as to the 
circumstances of tbe case. 
He then stated 
that Grant and him self had been friends, 
that they had beeu working together, and 
that upon the occasion of his taking the 
money Grant was very drunk ; and that 
he took the money with the intention of 
securing it for Grant, to return it to him 
when Grant became sober; and that he did 
not intend to steal it. 
“The Court theu asked him if he him self 
was drunk at the time. 
H e said that he 
was not. The Court said if that would be 
the proof in the case he would not receive 
tbe defendant's plea of guilty, and directed 
that a plea of no; guilty bo entered, so that 
a jury m ight pass upon the question of his 
guilt. The Court appointed counsel to de­ 
fend him , aud a jury was impaneled. 
The case was tried, and on the trial Green 
offered him self as a witness and testified 
that he had never met Grant until the 
morning of the robbery ; that he was so 
drunk that he did not know w hether he 
took the money from Grant or n o t; that 
he could not rem em ber anything about i t ; 
that he was oblivious from intoxication. 
“This statem ent, made under oath at the 
trial, was entirely inconsistent with that 
which he had made at tbe time he was 
arraigned and his plea was entered, and 
it was inconsistent with all the testimony 
of the disinterested witnesses. The infer­ 
ence is, from all the evidence, that he 
added perjury to the crime of robbery, and 
indicates most conclusively that he be­ 
longs to the crim inal class, and the Court 
is satisfied that the sentence is not too 
severe. 
“ A Judge who carefully listens to the 
testimony given in a criminal case, charged 
with the responsibility of passing upon the 
liberty of a man and the preservation of 
the good order of society, upon whom this 
im portant responsibility rests, is in a bet­ 
ter position to understand where leniency 
should be shown and where punishm ent 
should be imposed, than the editor of a 
newspaper who sits in an office and ex­ 
presses his opinion on a question of im ­ 
portance without any personal knowledge 
of the facta.” 


A S e rio u s R u n aw ay . 


Yesterday afternoon the team attached 
to the Pacific Pickle M annfacturing Com­ 
pany's wagon started on a runaway in the 
southeastern portion of the city and would, 
no doubt, have been somewhere in the vi­ 
cinity of Freeport in a short time had not 
a serious accident happened. As the horses 
were dashing along on Twenty-first street, 
the wagon collided with an electric-light 
pole on T street. The team was stopped so 
suddenly that one of the horses was thrown 
violently to the grouud. striking on its hip. 
Several men came to the rescue and found 
the wagon in a sadly dilapidated condition 
and one of the horses lying on the ground. 
Upon exam ination tbe anim al was found 
lo be seriously paralyzed in the hind quar­ 
ters. while the other horse was uninjured. 
A veterinary surgeon was summoned, but 
in all probability the anim al, though a val­ 
uable one. will have’to be killed.

IN D O R S E D . 


L e tte r fro m a W ell-U n o w u S a c ra m e n ta n 
b o w V isitin g ia L o n tio u . 
The following letter from a well-known 
Sacram entan now visiting in I.'.melon will 
be of interest to onr readers, and is im por­ 
tant as giving his judgment, as also his 
reasons for urging the exhibiting of Cali 
fornia products in the world’s business 
m etropolis: 
London, January J, 1889. 
Eds. Regoro-Umon* : H aving been in this 
m odern Babylon tor teveral weeks visiiing the 
principal places oí interest, I thought it may 
interest some by tending a ;ew jottings on the 
way. Londoners boast th a t tn elr eity is iho po­ 
litical, m oral, physical, intellectual, artistic, 
literary, com m ercial am i social center ot the 
universe: claim ing th at no other eity possesses 
such w ealth, im portance, and the abounding 
population w hich distinguishes it. These views 
do not teem unreasonable to the visitor w hen 
he sees the mass ot hum anity th a t is constantly 
passing through irs streets. Its im m ense depots 
111 w bewildering iron roads, its underground 
railw ays—which are required lor the increasing 
tra v e l" through this crowded city—cau.-e the 
m ind to iuquue, w uat will be the result o f this 
centralization in large cities? 
London is generally said to be about thirty 
m iles in circum ference, and the population 
nearly iive m illions, occupying 600,000 houses, 
form ing 11,000 streets, squares, terraces, places 
and lanes. The average density ot population is 
40 peisons to an acre—a density 100 tim es greater 
than th a t of the U nited Kingdom generally. In 
California the density of the Chinese population 
in the Flowery K ingdom is often quoted, yet 
this ci.y equals C hina in density, aiati-ti s 
show that a chi d is born here every five mini', es, 
and somebody d i.s every eight m inutes. 
It is 
said th a t the rate of m ortality is very low when 
com pared w ith other cities in Europe, less than 
25 per cent., or 1 in 50, dying in the course o f an 
average year. Of these, about one in six die ia 
hospitals. For the relief of pauperism , there is 
every week collected and distributed upw ards 
of 8160,000. There is on every side m onum ents 
to w ealth th at has sccruc-d to its nobiiity and 
m erchants; yet, w ithal, there are conspicuous 
signs of poverty and distress at nearly every 
turn. 
In giving these few jottings I have no iuteu- 
tion o f dw elling on the social aspect oí this vast 
m etropolis—the subject would be inexhaustible. 
The G overnm ent has undoubtedly spent vast 
sum s for the technical education of the masses, 
its various m useum s and art schools at south 
Kensington and elsewhere, are on a ntagniricent 
scale. The facilities for study, iu every branch, 
are adm irable, to «'«able her artisans to com pete 
against foretgu skill. During my m any years of 
absence a great im provem ent has taken place 
am ong the w orking class; yet, w ith all ibis a p ­ 
parent a ivuueem erit there is an under strata of 
discontent. The country villages and hom e­ 
steads are declining, and the british farm ers 
and laborers are crow ding the large cities, as 
they cannot w ithstand the colonial and loreigu 
com petition. T his centralization is tending to 
great dangers. In conversation w ith the prin­ 
cipal gardener of one ol the pa.aces, h - stated 
there was a wide spirit of discontent all through 
the Kingdom, and th a t hom e rule is not con 
lined to Ireland, increased education having 
fully opened th e eyes of the people for a radical 
change in local legislation for the tillers of the 
soil. T he m iddle-class farm er is now in such a 
position th a t he feels desirous of a change, 
if he had confidence in those who offer advice. 
My object is not so tnu-h to give a description of 
London, but to show w hat a vast field this w ould 
he, if taken advantage of by the people of the 
Pacific to a st, in laying before them the produc­ 
tiveness of our ¡and. 
It would be a boon they 
would appreciate. 
A great change has taken place iu pnblic 
opinion as regards the United .States. 
Having 
just visited Scotland. Ireland and the northern 
counties of E gland, I was surprised to hear the 
good w ill expressed and praise bestowed on 
Uncle Sam lor nis inventive skill and rapid pro­ 
gress iu settling new Slates, 
i heard m any e x ­ 
press the opinion th at the United States is des­ 
tined to la* tite center of the Anglo-Saxon race 
as having been transplanted to a m ore congen­ 
ial soil. A lthough m any ate weil acquainted 
and have m ucn inform an ,u concerning the At­ 
lantic rtates. they were surprised w hen -told ol 
the resources of glorious California, a land that 
snow storms and blizzards never visited. Visitors 
iu vast num bers are arriving daily. 
They are 
from all lauds and clim es, conversant w ith our 
language, one th a t is now spoken by over a 
m ili:on cf the Anglo-Saxon race. 
To m e this city offers im m ense facilities for 
dissem inating inform ation concerning every 
county in California. There would be no neces­ 
sity to translate the pam phlets into foreign lan ­ 
guages. 
Many tourists witen traveling rapidly 
through California (on tin se London arranged 
excursions) try to obtain but a very superficial 
know ledge of the couutics through whi- : they 
travel, depending on their guide books.

B oston, January 21st.—Captain Biair, w ilh 
tu e tug Morse, started from Boston last Saturday 
for V ineyard Island. She was en route to Port­ 
land w ith tw o barges. At 11 p. M. on Sunday, 
w hen oil' Race Point, she encountered a terrific 
hurricane, w ith a heavy tm w-s'orm . 
About 
2:30 this m orning she struck < n H ardin’s Ledge, 
w hen the tug w ent a-liore. 
. Le barges Joseph­ 
ine and B anyan, in tow, dragged heavily and 
soon th e ropes parted. \Vheu th e Morse struck 
she began to leak, and filled rapidly, com pelling 
the crew of eighteen m en to take to th e rigging. 
Firem an Carleton volunteered to attem p; to 
reach th e shore in a sm all boat, b u t was 
drowned. 
Soon after the H ull life-saving crew sighted 
th e tug, and shot a life-line on board. It was 
m ade fast, and all th e m en on board rescued in 
an exhausted condition. The tug and both 
barges w ill be a total loss. 
The barge Bangor, w ith her crew of four m en. 
w ent down alm ost im m ediately after striking. 
All o f the ciew were lost, as far as know n, ex ­ 
cept Captain Lund. 
T he Josephine, alter ‘striking oa the ledge, 
was lifted off by the s ta and driven w ith great 
rapidity tow ard the shore. She was soon dashed 
to pieces, and two of h er crew drowned. The 
ot Iters reached the shore after terrible suffer­ 
ing.

London, January* 21st.—It is stated, on trust­ 
worthy authority, th a t the British Governm ent 
has decided to uphold th e treaty, by the term s 
o f w hich European Powers are precluded from 
obtaining, or attem pting to obtain, dom inance 
in Samoa. The G overnm ent has been fully in ­ 
form ed o f and shnrt-s in the U nited States Gov­ 
ernm ent’s views ou the subject. 
It is agreed 
that the action of th e Germ an sgents in Samoa 
is opposed to the letter and spirit of th e treaty; 
th a t it violates diplom atic etiquette, and endan­ 
gers the gixrd relations so necessary for Euro­ 
peans to preserve w hen dealing w ith semi- 
barbarous nations. D ispatches to this effect 
have been sent to Berlin. 
Lord Salisbury’s latest news from Apia is of a 
threatening nature. In consequence of these 
advices the British fleet in th e Pacific will be 
increased im m ediately by at least two powerful 
vessels. 
A lter Mr Phelps had left Lord Salisbury to­ 
day Count Von Ha'.zfeldt, th e Germ an Em bassa­ 
dor, had an interview w ith the Prim e Minister.

Bishop Freppel m aintained the im portance of 
Kasn r Island. Besides the annexation of Tong­ 
way he said, the British h ad neglected no op­ 
portunity to deal a blow at French influence .in 
Oceánica.
